DX) Definition of DX: All stations not located within an ARRL Section.

IX YLs shall score two (2) points for each contact with a station 
located in an ARRL Section. Score one (1) point for each contact 
with another DX station. (Note: Please know your ARRL Section. 
Section lists are available from the Vice President. Please send 
SeAsS.E. to receive list.) Multiply number of contact points by 
total number of different ARRL Sections and/or countries worked. 
C. Contestants running 150 watts input or less on CW may multiply the 
results of (B) by 1.25 (low power multiplier). 
D. SSB contestants running 350 watts PEP or less at all times, may use 
the lower power multiplier (Results of (B) times 1.25).
